JUPITER'S TROUBLES. 
GIANT PLANET'S SURFACE 
SLIPPING. 

Tu -a statement to the Royal 
Astronomical Society, London, Mr. 
Frank Sargent, of the Ducham 
University Observatorr, records « 
curious phenomenon on the surface 


of Jupiter, which is 1,000 times the 


size of the earth, 

‘he surface of the planet, according 
to setronomer., is covered with dense 
masses of vapour, which owing to 
Jupiter’s rapid spin (under 10 hours 
instead of 24 a8 in the caso of the 
earth) aro drawn out into long belts 
parallel to its equator. During May, 
1921, Mr, Sargent discovered that a 
large area of the planct’s surfacé had 
become greatly disturbed and’ was 
moving 70 miles on hour slower than 
ths reat. The area affected was 
equal in size to the continent of 
Europe. Imagine Ireland suddenly 
breaking from }ez moorings and 
drifting acrcas {he Atlantic hod one 
bas some i¢ea of what has bappenad’ 
on Jupiter, .

‘The jury would not have to answer 
the third question .if they ‘answered 
the first quetion in the ofirmative 
and the second in the negative, 
however, thy jury attached any blamr 
to Inspects Grant they would have 
to answer a fourth question as to 
whether Inspector Grant was to blama 
for culpable negligence. The Coroner 
defined culpablo negligence as reckless 
wantofcare. If Inspector Grant cut 
the corner fine on the wrong aide of 
tho road he committed on unlawful 
act. Similarly if ho rounded the eor- 
ner in'a reckless way. oho jury would 
seturn a verdict of manslaughter. If 
they attached no blame to Inspeotor 
Grant the verdict would bu accidental 
death Similarly, if tho jury considered
